of pork, The total imports amounted to 
14,761 mutton and lamb carcases, 1,466 cases, 
etc., of pork and pork products, 51,740 boxes, 
cases and barrels of meat and sides of veal, 
and 28,366 quarters and sides of chilled beef, 
and, in comparison with the statistics for the 
previous seven days, show an increase of 
10.086 boxes and cases, etc., of meat and 
sides of veal, and decreases of 90,712 mutton 
and lamb carcases, 11,314 cases and carcases, 
etc., of pork and pork products, and 319 
quarters and sides of chilled beef.

EXHIBITION. 


SUCCESS OF 
VENTURE ASSURED.

COPENHAGEN, Sunday. 


HOUSANDS of visitors from the pro- 
vinces and Swedes from Malmo and 
Landskroma flocked into Gopenhagen 

to-day, and throughout the morning: paraded 
the streets in the hope of getting a glimpse 
of the Prince of Wales bain n-shing the 
day at the British Exhibition, which assumes 
its most festive appearance after dark, when 
the brilliant illuminations give it an added 
splendour. 

The Prince, however, did not make a public 
appearance. Despite the strain of Saturday's 
proceedings, which included the opening 
ceremony, a long and detailed inspection of 
the exhibition itse'f and the State banquet in 
the evening, the Prince seemed thoroughly to 
enjoy the gala performance at the Royal 
Theatre, with wh:ch the day’s proceedings 
concluded. 

Although the public were not admitted 
nntil three o’clock, 30,000 people had paid 
for admission by the time the exhibition 
closed in the evening, 

Taken in conjunction with the fact that the 
Danes as a people are not easily impressed by 
commercial exhibitions of this kind, the first 
day's great attendance is regarded by the 
authorities as a happy augury for the com- 
plete success of the exhibition, | 

Two important orders were booked on the 
first afternoon—one for 10,000 bicycles from 
Elswick-Hopper and. the other for 25,000 
kroner (£1,250) worth of castrol as a trial 
order from the Danish Co-operative Society. 


COMPREHENSIVE EXHIBITS. 

Every section of the exhibition, which is of 
a most comprehensive character, was in- 
spected by the visitors. 

Apart from engineering, every facet of 
which is included, the exhibits comprise all 
kinds of miscellaneous goods—whiskey, 
biscuits, tinned goods, raincoats, underwear, 
wireless parts, sports goods, and thousands 
of others, all disfinguished by their quality. 

The exhibition. which has been organised 
by the Federation of British Industries, ‘n 
conjunction with the British Import Union of 
Denmark, is the largest seen m Scandinavia 
since the Gothenburg Exhibition of 1923. 

All the available space was booked up 
months ago, and the Tivoli, the central park 
of Copenhagen, proved inadequate to the 
Sinnds, and two other buildings had to be 
taken over. There are over 700 exhibitors, 
and the catalogue is a bulky tome of 250 
pages. Shiploads of exhibits, which have 
been arriving from Great. Britain up to the 
very last moment, now testify the excellence 
and variety of British craftsmanship. 

The exhibition has aroused so much in- 
terest, not only in Denmark, but in other 
European countries, that visitors from 
Poland, Sweden, Norway, and Germany were 
easily distinguishable among the vast crowds 
that gathered for the opening ceremony. 


DEBT TO BRITAIN. 

The important part played by’ Great Britain 
in Denmark’s technical and industrial de- 
velopment in the past, and Denmark's readi- 
ness to offer Great Britain a market for the 
future, were emphasised by M. Stauning, the 
Danish Prime Minister, in his speech. 

“ The trade connection between Denmark 
and Great Britain is of long standing,” he 
said. ‘‘ Great Britain’s growth into one of 
the leading industrial nations made her the 
biggest buyer of food-stuffs. and laid the 
foundation of the specialisation which has 
taken place in Denmark in the production of 
food-stuffs. 

“ Now Denmark has built up her own in- 
dustries, but a great part of our materials 
come from Great Britain, Moreover, we have 
use for other manufactures over and above 
those we make ourselves. Jf Great Britain 
wishes to be our supplier on a bigger scale 
than hitherto, she will find customers here 
who are willing to buy.”

The car crashed through the 
tops of the trees, and finally came to rest 
with a thud against the trunk of a tall pine.”’ 

Mr. Dunfee had been driving in the place 
of his brother, Mr. Jack Duanfee, and the 
car was entered by Captain Woolf Barnato. 

Two years ago, after his marriage to Miss 
Jane Baxter, Mr. Dunfee promised his wife 
that he would give up motor racing. Un 
Saturday Mrs. Dunfee, who was present at 
the race, released him from his promise, 
knowing that he was very keen to drive 
the car. | 

Mr. Dunfee, who was 27, was one of 
the best-known of British racing drivers. 
He was the third son of the late Colonel 
Vickers Dunfee, and was a member of the 
Stock Exchange. He had often partnered his

relieved him on Saturday when the greater 
part of the race was over,

MILK IN BRITAIN, 


AGREEMENT REACHED AS 
TO PRICES. 

At a meeting of the Permanent Joint. Milk 

Committee held in the London headquarters 


Í of the National Farmers’ Union on Saturday, 


a settlement was reached in regard to milk 
prices. ee 

The settlement is based on existing contracts. 
Farmers will receive an aggregate of 14s, for 
milk supplied with a margin of variation of 
10 per cent. either way, and 13s, 7d. with a 
margin of variation of 25 per cent, either way. 

The percentage of milk supplied under 
Class 2 B remains the same, that is to say, 
75 per cent. of the farmers’ supplies to be 
puid for at the rate of 14s., and the remaining 
25 per cent, at manufacturing prices 

The manufacturing prices are based on the 
prevailing rates for Colonial cheese on the 
settlement, giving a guarantee to the producer 
that the price of manufacturing milk will not 
fall below 5d. per gallon.

The Cotton Operatives’ Central Board has 
agreed to accept the employers’ proposals 
on the vexed point of re-instatement, and 
the reductions of pay have been fixed at 
8.49 per cent. on earnings, or 1s. 83d. in the 
pound on actual wages. This is a simple 
and obvious compromise, and ought to 
have been reached much earlier; for it is 
almost exactly half-way between the 
employers’ demand for a 2s. in the pound 
cut and the men’s proposal of 1s. 4d. 
Already the strike is computed to have 
cost Lancashire some £10,000,000, but this 
huge figure is a trifle compared with the 
cotton industry's rapidly deteriorating 
strategical position. Without exports the 
industry cannot exist; yet the exports of 
cotton piece-goods have dwindled from 
7,075,000,000 linear’ yards, in 1913, to 
1,790,000,000 in 1931. Though the bulk of 
this collapse has been due to the fall in 
[India’s demand, India still remains 
Lancashire’s chief consumer. Thus it will 
be manifest that the re-establishment of. 
her abundant market is Lancashire's first 
need. In such circumstances the strike 
must be’ condemned as a criminal folly ; 
for while work may start again on Wednes- 
day it will be many weeks before the in- 
dustry will be ready to take advantage of 
better times, and its task will not be 
rendered easier by the rapid strides which

Anglo-Danish Trade. 
On Saturday last. the Prince oí Wales 
formally opened the British Trade and 
Industrial Art Exhibition at Copenhagen. 
The Exhibition marks another oppor- 


Free State. Every speaker, including the 
Prince of Wales, described the relations 
that per..st between Great Britain and 
Denmark in terms which can be applied 
only in the past tense to Britain and the 
Free State. Denmark’s trade connection 
with England, as M. Stauning, the Danish 
Premier, observed, is of long standing. It 
is no older than Ireland’s trade connection 
with England. Great Britain’s industrial 
growth, he continued, made her the 
biggest buyer of foodstuffs. The same 
cause has brought prosperity to Ireland 
for many long days, and would have 
brought greater prosperity, under the 
changed circumstances of England's fiscal 
policy, if the Free State had not preferred 
to throw away her birthright. All three 
countries have profited by the association 
To-day, however, while the Free State 
hastens to shatter her intercourse with 
England, the Danes have conceived and 
developed a great Exhibition to promote 
the sale of British goods in their country. 
Surely this is the real wisdom. Denmark, 


| like the Free State, has sent her goods to 


Britain without let or hindrance. Yet she 
has decided that a one-sided commerce 
cannot continue for ever; she has been 
selling to Britain far more than she 
bought from her, and has fealised at last 
that this unbalanced state of affairs must 
come to an end. The depression has 
begun to assail Denmark, and in an 
effort to retain her export trade she has 
consented to give preference on her own 
market to the goods of her best customer. 
Like Denmark, the Free State is suffering 
from the effects of world depression. If 
her Government had behaved rationally 
it would have striven by every means to 
maintain her hold on the British market. 
Instead, it has made a bad condition ten 
times worse by an insane rupture of com- 
mercial relations with England. The 
Exhibition in Copenhagen could not have 
been held at a more unfortunate time for 
the Irish farmer. He cannot sell to Eng- 
land ; he cannot hope to recover the good- 
will of the British consumer for a long 
time to come.  Prejudiced against the 
Free State, the English people will turn 
readily to a country that has given them 
every token of friendship. Ireland must 
suffer for the benefit of a country outside 
the British Commonwealth, and Denmark 
will grow wealthy at the expene of the 
Free State farmer. 


The Smoke Evil. 


The psychological effects of smoke were 
discussed on Saturday at the conference of 
the National Smoke Abatement Society at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. After a number of 
interesting statements the conference in- 
structed its Executive Council to consider 
some method of persuading the teaching 
profession to impress upon the rising 
generation the evil influehces of smoke, 
and the great value to the human race of 
light. There is no doubt, as one delegate 
declared, that one of the contributing 
causes of industrial depression is the out- 
look of the young men and women who are 
engaged in industry .in Great, Britain. 
Anybody who has visited the “ black 
country ”“ in England, or the industrial 
districts of Lanarkshire, in Scotland, must 
have been struck by the air of gloom that 
hangs over the people’s homes. Apart 
from the bad effect of smoke on the health 
of the workers, its psychological workings 
are extremely serious. Children are 
reared in dirty surroundings; their atti- 
tude towards life is darkened, and instead 
of tho energy and enthusiasm which ought 
to be the mainspring of young folk’s lives, 
apathy and laziness are bred. On the 
Continent these facts are realised clearly. 
Everything possible is done to eliminate 
the depressing influences of smoke and 
dirt, with the result that great undertak- 
ings, such as the Krupp Works at Essen 
and the Skoda Works at Pilsen, are 
virtually free from the squalor that dis- 
figures similar concerns in Great Britain. 
What can be done by Germans and Czechs 
can be done also by Britons. The “ black 
country ' is a reproach to British civilisa- 
tion, and until steps have been taken to 
get rid of its smoke and grime British 
industry will continue to be at a dis- 
advantage in its struggle to regain 
supremacy over its many rivals. 


Changing London. 


During at least a hundred years. the 
movement of commercial and residential 
London alike ha. been westward, though 
latterly the appearance of such districts as 
‘* Metroland ' has induced many citizens 
to seek homes in the northern suburbs. 
Commerce's progress for some time seemed 
to pause at Trafalgar square, but now at 
last this defence has been breached, and an 
outpost has been established in that sancti- 
fied resort of the great th more spacious 
days—Carlton Gardens. No. 4—the house 
in which once '“ old Pam’ hatched his 
fertile, if alarming, schemes for Britain's 
grandeur, and, in more recent times, the 
late Earl of Balfour indulged his philo- 
sophic doubts—already is being demolished 
in order that a modern commercial build- 
ing may arise on its site. Several resi- 
dents of Carlton Gardens and the 
neighbouring Carlton House terrace pro- 
tested vigorously against this invasion of 
their quiet precincts, but the Minister of 
Agriculture and three Commissioners. of 
Crown Lands refused to change their 
minds. Some of the houses had been empty 
too long, and, since they were not suitable 
for conversion into flats, commerce was 
allowed to furnish the Exchequer with the 
rents which few private citizens now can 
afford to pay. How much further the tide 
of commerce will flow westward remains to 
be seen, but the example of ‘Bloomsbury 
almost suygests that the high-water mark 
may have been nearly reached. In 
Edwardian days this area of once magnifi- 
cent squares had sunk to the dingiest con. 
ditions,. and as a tesidential quarter 
seemed to be doomed. Since the War, 
however, it has taken a new lease of life, 
and Bedford square, for instance, ayain 
enjoys something of its pristine glory. 
Perhaps, commerce will be united finally 
in a line drawn from 
Victoria Station. :' '

IRISHWOMAN KILLED.

ARMED TERRORISTS 
ATTACK DANCE. 


From liruTEn's CoOnRREsSPONDENT. 
CHITTAGONG, Sunday. 


An Irishwoman, Mrs. Sullivan, has 
been killed, and eight Europeans, includ- 
ing Police-Inspector Macdonald and 
Police-Sergeant. Willis, injured last night 
by the explosion of a basis flung by 
Bengal terrorists into the European In- 
stitute at Baratali, while a dance was in 
progress. 

A large number of Europeans, including 
many women, were gathered in the Insti- 
tute for the monthly dance, when at mid- 
night they were thrown into a panic by 
the explosion of a bomb. Rushing out of 
the building, they found a band of ter- 
rorists armed with police muskets, re- 
volvers, guns and bombs, who had 
swooped down on the Institute. 

An attempt was made to organise a de- 
fence, but the raiders escaped, leavin 
behind them the body of a Bengali girl 
identified as Pritilata Waddedar, a 20- 
years-old graduate of Bethune College, 
Calcutta, which was found on the rail- 
way line near by riddled with bullets. 

The girl’s name was recently mentioned 
in connection with the case arising out of 
the death of Captain Cameron on June 
14th of this year, when terrorists per- 
petrated an anti-European outrage at 
Chittagong. During the search of the 
house in which the Cameron outrage oc- 
curred Nirmal Sen, an absconder wanted 
in connection with last year’s armuury 
raid, was found dead in‘ one of the roonis. 


SEVERAL ARRESTS. 


In the same room the photographs of the 
girls were found in the pages of a’ book by 
Trotsky. One of these girls was traced 
and identified as Pritilata. After making 
a statement to the police she then dis- 
appeared from her home, and this is the 
first that has been heard of her since then. 

Several youths have been taken into 
custody in connection with the raid, and 
the police have searched a number of 
houses and have seized revolutionary and 
'“ Red ”’ leaflets in various quarters of the 
city. 

The raiders were ten in number, accord- 
ing to official reports. 

Describing the Chittagong raid as “a 
senseless and brutal crime resulting, and 
apparently intended to result, in the kill- 
ing and maiming of defenceless women,” 
the Governor of Bengal, Sir John 
Anderson, has sent a telegram of 
sympathy to the victims of the outrage,

APPLICATION LIKELY TO 
BE REJECTED.

MELBOURNE, Sunday. 

“To modify its decision to meet 
Bradman would be an admission that the 
man was greater than the game,” says the 
Melbourne Argus in discussing the ruling 
of the Australian Board of Control, which 
bars players playing in Test matches from 
writing newspaper articles, Bradman’s 
exceptional gifts, adds the paper, have 
lifted him above other great cricketers ; 
but the Board,’ as a disciplinary body, 
cannot favour even a champion without 
intense dissatisfaction among 
other players. 

The Argus quotes an authority of the 
highest standing, who, however, insists on 
anonimity, as describing the Bradman 
deadlock a storm in a teacup, He pointed 
out that the restriction on Test players 
writing articles on the play has existed 
for four years, and that Bradman must 
have known it before he signed his 
contract with the Sydney Sun.

UI “TDER the auspices of Cumann na 
nGaedheal, a public meeting -was 
held at Bray on Saturday evening, which 
was addressed by The O'Mahony, T.D. ; 
Mr. R. Mulcahy, T.D. ; Mr. Desmond Fitz- 
gerald, T.D., and Mr. 8. Minch, T.D. 

A small section of the crowd frequently 
interrupted the speakers, and was finally 
driven to the outskirts by members of the 
Army Comrades’ Association. 

The O'Mahony said that the Govern- 
ment had let the farmers down, it had 
swept away the only big market they had 
for sale of their stock. Mr. de Valera 
had fettered himself hand and foot by his 
actions, and he had to admit that he was 
not able to find an ‘alternative to the 
British market. The delegates who went 
from the Free State to Ottawa were tied 
hand and foot, and as a result they brought 
back nothing. The farmers must look 
upon Ottawa as the graveyard of their 
hopes. England would be only too glad to 
come to an arrangement with Mr. de 
Valera on the question of the annuities, 
and yet with that golden opportunity in his 
hands he threw it away; he had not the 
courage to say he had made a mistake. 
There was disorder in different parts of the 
country, and a glaring example of that 
was the entry by a gang of men into an 
unoccupied castle in the west. No man 
had the right to choose which law he would 
observe, and anyone who broke the law 
was making a mockery of the Government. 
The prospect before the farmers and shop- 
keepers for the coming winter was a dismal 
one, and it was due to the fact that there 
were in power men who did not care a flip 
of their fingers about the welfare of the 
country. 


“MEN OF TREASON.” 


Mr. R. Mulcahy said that before the 
Fea Government took office their 
eaders had promised to reduce taxation 
by two millions a year. Instead of that 
being done the Government had increased 
taxation by four millions, and instead of 
reducing unemployment had increased it. 
In Bray ‘alone 65 men had been given em- 
ployment out of money raised by the 
Government, while 439 had been added to 
the list of unemployed, that was 279 more 
than at this time last year. In Dublin 
6,500 more men were: unemployed, while 
only 329 got relief work; while twice as 
many were out of insurable employment. 

“We have undertaken the duty of 
criticising the Government, and they say 
that our criticism is a “libe],” continued 
Mr. Mulcahy. ‘ When Mr. Cosgrave 
went to address his constituents in Cork 
after ten years of arduous work as T->-i- 
dent he was not allowed to speak by 
hooligans—Communists of the Fianna 
Fail type. The Fianna Fail Government 
say that criticism of their action is a 
libel. So far as we can see there is little 
hope of improvement in the policy of the 
Government and of the Labour Party, and 
co we 1 .st go on being men of treason 
and libellers “own to the very end. Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government in 1922 reduced 
the disturbers to impotence, and to-day the 
cuckoo-President was able to find no better 
nest than the nest made by Mr. Cosgrave. 
The people were fooled by Mr. de Valera's 
promises, and while the Government 
pursued its present policy the Opposition 
would maintain the réle of critics. 

“ Mr. Cosgrave had been threatened by 
the Minister for Finance that if he 
repeated the statements he made at the 
meeting in the Gresham Hotel he would 
be put in jail.

INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. 


“ Here is a brief outline of what is being 
done, In the flour-milling industry im- 
ports have beenh-cut down by one-half, all 
mills which were working only one-half 
their capacity last year are, now back on 
full production. In a short while many of 
the silent mills will be going again, and 
plans for the ereetion of a number of new 
mills in various districts have been made. 
In the boot and shoe industry three new 
factories have been opened, and more are 
about to be established, while the existing 
firms have increased their productive 
capacity to a great extent. Shopkeepers, 
who a few months ago could not be induced 
to stock Irish-made boots, are now com- 
plaining to my department that they can- 
not get supplies fast enough. In the 
clothing and hosiery trades remarkable 
progress has been achieved in the short 
period since the Government took office. 
no fewer than thirty new manufacturing 
establishments having been opened. 

“The same story is to be told of the 
woollen industry. The mills have been 
installing new machinery, and are now 
fully prepared to supply all the demands 
of the Irish market. The package tax has 
resulted in the establishment of thirty new 
packing factories. The glass bottle factory 
will re-open in a few weeks. - The story 
remains unaltered in respect of the furni- 
ture, wood-working, confectionery, grain- 
milling, foundry and other industries. and 
yet, I repeat, we have not yet really begun. 


WORK FOR THOUSANDS. 


‘It is only now that we are able to 
bring to a head bigger projects which take 
time to mature and on which we are rely- 
ing to make the biggest gap in the ranks 
of the unemployed. By next year we 
hope to have operating in this country 
and employing many thousands of hands. 
factories for the making of cement, paper, 
cardboard, silk stockings and a variety of 
other articles not heretofore produced in 
Ireland, as well as additional beet sugar 
factories. | 

“ We have been exploring our mineral 
resources, and, although much remains to 
be done in that connection. the ground - 
work for future development is being laid. 
I am convinced that there is a consider- 
able industrial future for Ireland, but it 
1s not going to be brought about by kid- 
glove methods. We will need the co- 
operation of the people in the fullest 
measure, particularly in demanding Irish- 
made goods only, and in refusing to be 
put off with any other. 

‘‘ Ireland is now entering a new phase 
of her history. For the first time in a 
hundred years our population is increas- 
ing; emigration has stopped, and the 
papers tell from day to day of new fac- 
tories being opened up instead of old 
factories closing. Let the Cosgravians 
croak and the ‘ White Army ’ turn whiter, 
but the people can never go back into the 
rut they left last March at the behest of 
Fianna Fail.”’

Of 
course, the Dail could repeal any Act, said 
Mr. McGilligan, but Section 12 of the Act 
‘had not been repealed. Were the moneys, 
therefore, still payable to England’ These 
lawyers had not given any opinion on the 
"“S merits. 

_ The.war that the Free State was engaged 
in at the moment was not over the retention 
of the three millions, They were not within 
‘shouting distance of the chuse of trouble yet. 
The row was over the nomination of people 
to serve on the Tribunal. Ireland was part 
of the Commonwealth, and, if Mr. de Valera 
nominated two Irishmen, Britain would 
accept them. One would think that out of 
his seven lawyers he could find two repre- 
sentatives for the Tribunal. The fight was 
as to whether he must be coerced into 
Appointing two Irishmen, and he would not 
accept the proposal. 


GENEVA. 

Referring to Mr. de Valera’s presence at 
Geneva, Mr. McGilligan said: “Mr. de 
Valera sits there in a seat which.was made 
for him by Kevin O'Higgins, Desmond Fitz- 
gerald and myself; and when we were 
out working internationally for the benefit 
of this country, what was said about 
us?

AGAINST SEPARATISM. 


A settlement of the issue was being held 
up by the claim of the President that they 
should act as if they were outside the 
Commonwea!th. No such issue as séparatism 
was put before the country at the general 
election, and the majority of the country to- 
day was against it. (Applause) 

President de Valera was to-day presiding 
over the League of Nations at Geneva. Mr. 
Hogan said that he did not think a lot about 
Geneva, and President de Valera did not be- 
fore he-got into office. Who asked, who put 
him there, and who put Ireland there? The 
Treaty put him there, The late Kevin 
O'Higgins, Mr. Cosgrave, and Mr. McGilligan 
put him there. Did the young fellow who 
printed ‘‘ Boycott British Goods ” and “To 
Hell with the Free State’’ on the streets ever 
think that he would see the day when the 
President of the country would be over pre- 
siding at a meeting of free nations of the 
world? It was all cant and humbug to pre- 
tend that there was anything political lacking 
in the present Constitution of the Free State. 
-There was a big majority of the people 
against separation. Some very choice things 
were being said over the country, which 
would not be listened to for five minutes if 
times were normal. It seemed to him that 
nobody was speaking them except lunatics. 
The people were being told that they were

MARKET PRICES. 


They were told that bad prices in the 
British markets wag only a part of the world 
depression. But was it improving matters to 
make them 20 per cent. worse by tariffs? 
They were told that the British markets were 
no good. If so. how was it that other ex- 


| porting countries were fighting for them?” 


The moral of it; was, not that the British 
market was no good, but that we were not 
able to stand up to fair competition, If the 
20 per. cent. tariff which had been said to 
be the cause of the war with England was 
the cause, why was war not declared against 
Germany, France, and the United. States, 
which had imposed higher and prohibitive 
tariffs against the Free State? 


THE LAND ANNUITIES. 


Dealing with the 1923 Financial Agreement, 
which had heen said to be secret, Mr: Hogan 
recalled that when it was brought up in the 
Dail it was commented on by Mr. Johnson, 
then leader of the Labour Party, and by Mr. 
Wilson, leader of the Farmers’ Party. The 
agreement appeared in the Appropriation Ac- 
counts each year, and was examined by a 
committee, of which the leader of the Oppo- 
sition was always chairman. In 1926 the 
Fianna Fail Party took up the question of 
the non-payment of the land annuities, be- 
cause they thought it would be popular, and 
they thought nothing else about it from 1926 
down to 1931. Fianna Fail speakers then at 
every cross-road preached that policy. What 
was the resalt? When Fianna Fail came into 
office the ccuntry was flooded with civil bills. 
He himself told them in the Dail, and advised 
the people to pay the annuities if they could. 
The consequence of the non-payment of the 
annuities was that hard-working farmers were 
rendered insolvent. 

The blackest day in the history of the 
country was the day on which the land annui- 
ties Campaign was raised, There was nothing 
patriotic in that. campaign, and the people 
who advised the farmers not to pay their 
uunuities were now asking them to pay twice. 
It was perfectly evident to him that since 
they came into office the Fianna Fail Party, 
supported by Labour, were neither a Republi- 
can nor a Free State Party, but a Bolshevik 
Party. : 


BURDEN OF TAXATION,

~ SUCCESSFUL “meeting, under the 
A auspices of the County Meath 

Farmers’ Association of the Irish 
Farmers’ Union, was held in the Courthouse, 
Oldcastle, last night, Mr. Arthur 8, Harman, 
County Councillor, presiding. There was a 
fairly good attendance of farmers from the 
district. 

In opening the procéed’ngs, the chairman 
said that titey all knew how things were. 
They were getting very bad prices for their 
cattle, if they as, sell them at all, and, un- 
less something vas done, things would get 
worse, 

Mr. Kevin Martin (County Secretary of the 
Association) said that the first thing they 
had to do was to put their own house in 
order, “There was no use in: passing resolu- 
tions when the farmers were not themselves 
organised and able to express their wishes, 
The farming community represented about 
eighty per: cent. of the population of the 
country, and yet, when they wanted to get 
anything done, they must go hat in hand 
and ask for. it from somebody else. . He 
thought that it was time they should end 
this state of afiairs, and form one big 
organisation. for their mutual ‘interest. He 
pointed out how the Meath Farmers’ Associa- 
tion was supporting the new organisation 
under the presidency of Mr. MacDermot. 
This organisat‘on would be non-political, 
otherwise they would have nothing whatever 
to do with it. (Hear, hear.) There was no 
use 1m running with their hats in their 
hands; they must organise and work for 


themselves. 


THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Brian Connell, Moylough, proposed the 
following resolutions :— : 

(1) *‘ That, while associating ourselves ‘with 
the resolution adopted by the farmers of 
Meath and not wishing to embarrass. the 
Government, we ask them to grant at least 
one year free of rent and rates, and save the 
only. industry of the Free State; and we also 
wish to associate ourselves with the resolu- 
tion of the Farmers’ Convention in Dublin 
on ‘the 15th inst.—that money cannot be 
found to pay rates and land’ annuities.”’ 

(2) “ That, as the demand note for rates 
for Oldeastie district for “the current year 
shows a charge of. 11id. in the. £ in repay- 
ment of local loans, making an aggregate 
of £1 7s. 10d., and as this amount has 
been ¢Colle¢ted in British tariffs, we consider 
that we should not be asked to pay on the 
double ;. and. that. the County Council he 
requested to rectify this over-charge, and, 
failing such, that a district committee be 
appointed to take the matter up with tho 
Minister of Local Government.’’

N an address to-day; Mr. Fionan Lynch,

Had there been one substantial industry 
started in the country as a result of their 
policy? 

And. what about. the promises of 
‘economy ” in the public services? © What 
about the £2,000, saving’ Instead of 
reducing taxation by £2,000,000 they haye 
raised it by nearly £7,000,000—4, muons

Was there one bright spot in their policy or 
in their acts since they took office !
